they get until the very appearance of 
God and iis salvation seems strange 
to them. 
FOES WITHIN 

But not all the present day foes to 
Christianity are without. Christianity 
to-day, as never before is being woun_- 
ed in the house of its professed 
iriends. The spirit of rationalism, 
which rules out the supernatural and 
makes ( inristianity, at the best, only a 
system of ethics, is enthronging itself 
in educational institutions and even 
pulpits. It is capturing the libraries, 
the press and the radio stations. 

The devil makes beautiful his side 
and keeps the future portion of those 
who serve him behind the vail of time. 
He offers to the young the theatres, 
swimming pools, the fashionable dance 
halls and joyous car rides; and the cl3 
he makes glad of their society children 
and entices them with many of his 
snares, But it is a sad fact that to-day 
Christianity is being played down most 
painfully by professing Christians who. 
have but a form of godliness without 
the power thereof. There are more prv- 
fessors than there are possessors, hav- 
ing a form of godliness, but denying 
the power is sufficient evidence that 
they are professors of salvation but 
when it comes io the power of the 
blood they deny it probably because 


acquainted with it. It is these that lay 
in wait to deceive, professing to know 
God but in their works deny Him. 

We can hear among society people 
more about church membership than 
about the salvation of the soul. There 
1s not much said about their salvation, 
but, I am a member of such and such 
a church. It is not so much church 
membership, but Christianity that 
God wants. There are many religions 
and also many gospels but just one 
sospel and religion of Jesus Christ, 
and there is only on« place from which 
it comes. 

The question arises: Is the religion 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
equal to the challenge of this hour? 
Can it cope with all these other doc- 
trines that to-day exalt themselves 
against the knowledge of God? The 
answer is YES, provided that His peo- 
ple will throw themselves afresh upon 

he arm of Gol, realizing as did David 
when he met the challenge of Goliath, 
that the battle is the Lord’s. Nothing 
did Jesus so impress upen His disci- 
ples as He sent them on their world 
couquering mission, as the fact that 
they must go in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. Tarry till ye be endued_ with 
power. The only kind of religion that 
will be able to meet the challenge of 
this hour is a Holy Ghost baptized re- 
ligion. 

The trouble with the majority of the 
preachers to-day is, they fail to tarry 
at Jerusalem until they are filled with 
the Holy Ghost anda speak with other 
tongues as an evidence. Consequently. 
they are not qualified for so high a 
calling. Many churches are existing 
without the power and many have fall- 
en for lack of it, but think of the sad 
condition of those who are trying to 
exist without it. There is no spirit in 
the singing, the preaching is dry and 
formal, the members are backward 
and timid, no one attending their ser-

tongue to lie to the Holy Ghost and it 
cost them instant deathand damnation 
lt is extremely dangerous to be talk- 
ative for in Prov. 10:19 we are taught 
that “In the multitude of words there 
wanteth noi sin but he that refraineth 
nis lips is wise,” and in Isaiah 30:15 
we are taught that “In quiteness and 
confidence shall be your strength.” 
At first thought it seems like sacrilege 
io say that we need something besides 
the biood to gain the victory over the 
devil, but Rev. 12:11 says that “They 
overcome him by the blood of the 
Lamb and the word of their _ testi- 
mony.” Here is the Savicur’s promise 
of salvation for tongue action only, but 
vf course only where it comes from the 
heart. “He that confesseth me before 
men him will I confess before my Fath- 
er which is in Heaven.” What a power 
for good to our fellowmen is a conse- 
crated tongue. In Proverbs we learn 
that there are seven sins which are an 
abomination in the sight of God and 
that the majority of these are sins of 
the tongue. Note that the word “abomi- 
nation” is the strongest word in the 
English language to stand for every- 
thing that is horrible in the extreme. 
In Revelation we are told that all 
liars shall have their portion in the 
lake of fire, and lying is almost exclus- 
ively a sin of the tongue. We are urged 
in James to be slow to speak, that is, 
we are to think twice before we speak 
ence, aNd not only so but are to think 
wisely and think mercifully. It is far 
more common to talk too much than it 
is to talk too little. Those who make 
a habit of speaking right out what 
they think, as a rule think very little 
that is worth expressing. What we say 
shouid be the results of right thinking 
and noble feeling. We should be sure 
that our speech has a worthy motive 
and a high objective. 
HOW TO HEAR 

While we are to be slow to speak we 
are to be swift to hear. We _ should, 
however, sift what we hear because 
many things fill the air which should 
never bear their message to the soul. 
We are to take heed how we hear and 
be careful that the truths that we hear 
do not pass from our minds like water 
through a sieve. This is what the au- 
thor of Hebrews had in mind when he 


said that “We ought to give the more: 


earnest heed to the things we have 
heard lest at any time we should let 
them slip,” or run out as a_ leaking 
vessel. What we hear should find a 
lodgement in our heart and a congenial 
home in our soul. Truth should not 
come in one ear and out the other, 
but should find its dwelling place in 
the head and heart. When we hear the 
truth “We should receive with meek- 
ness, with whole heartedness the in- 
grafted word, the incorruptible seed 
that our lives may be fruitful in every 
good word and work.” (James 1:22.) 
HOW TO LIVE 

What we hear and see effects our 
life at its fountain. As a man thinketh 
in his heart so is he and as he speaks 
and acts others measure his influence 
for good or evil. If we know the truth 
happy are we if we do it. We are to 
live according to the law of liberty and 
ihe law of love. It is not enough to 
hear the truth, we must also obey it 
otherwise we are like a man who be 
holds himself in a mirror then goes 
about his daily task forgetting what 
manner of man he is. Hence it is 
obedience that makes truth abide in 
the soul with a living fruitful reality. 
If we look into the perfect law of 
liberty, and not only look but continue 
therein, we shall indeed be blessed in 
our doing and be a blessing to others. 
Our love manifests itself in our unsel- 
fish activities toward others. The con- 
fiol of the tongue is one of the essen- 
tials in Christian living. “If any man 
among you seem to be religious and 
bridleth not his tongue but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man’s religion is 
vain.” Love manifests itself not only 
in restraint but also in social service. 
“Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, To visit 
the fatherless and widows in their 
affiictions and to keep himself unspot- 
te! from the world.” (James 1:27.) 

THE UNTAMABLE TONGUE 

The most vivid description we have 
of the human tongue in the entire 
Word of God is given by James__ in 
chapter 3:3-13. First, he represents the 
control of the tongue by the bits we 
put in horses’ mouths that they may 
obey us, that we may turn about their 
whole body; second, ships are driven 
by fierce wind and yet are controlled 
by a very small helm. So the tongue, 
though small like the bit and helm, if 
properly controlled, will guide the en- 
tire life; third, a small fire, even a 
match, may cause a great destructive 
conflagration. Just so the tongue 
though a smal’ member, may set on 
fire the whole life of an individual. A 
chureh or community and the fire that 
the tongue produces is said to be the 
fire of Hell. That is, wicked speech 
tends to make a Hell on earth. James 
classifies the tongue with the beast 
and says the wild beast and birds and 
serpents and things in the sea have 
been brought under control by mar 
far more completely than has the hu- 
man tongue. “The tongue can no mar 
tame; it is an unruly evil, full of dead- 
ly poison.” it is therefore only by con- 
stant watcifulness and prayer and 
divine strength that we are enabled so 
to control the tongue that we shall 
speak only what we ought when we 





ought to say it,andin the manner 
helpful to man and approved of God. 
CONSISTENT SPEECH 

that the tongue 
should be used only for noble speech, 
for blessing and not cursing. We are 
often inconsistent in what we say. 
The same tongue sometimes utters an 
oath at one time and a prayer at 
another. Sometimes it blesses God and 
curses man, “But these things ought 
not to be.” 

The same fountain yields only one 
kind of water, the same tree only one 
kind of fruit. The tongue should pro- 
duce the fruit of the Spirit and not the 
fruit of the flesh. 

EVIL SPEAKING 

Even good people sometimes yield 
to the temptation of evil speaking, but 
we are urged by our own better nature 
and by the Word of God “Not to speak 
evil one of another,” for evil speaking 
implies unkind judgment and a viola- 
tion of the laws of God written on our 
hearts and in His Word. It is so easy 
for us to behold the mote in our bro- 
ther’s eye and to discourse on its size 
and unsightliness, while there is a 
beam in our own eye, which we do not 
consider as being more than a slight 
inconvenience. We are to “Judge not 
for with the same judgment we judge 
shall we be judged.” (Matt. 3:1-12.) 

KIND SPEAKING 

Above all things my brother swear 
not neither by heaven, neither by 
earth, neither by any other oath: but 
let your yea be yea and your nay, Nay, 
lest ye fall into condemnation. A sim- 
ple, sane and wholesome speech is the 
only kind worthy of a man and especi- 
ally a Christian. We sin by speaking 
evil and we can also sin by failing to 
speak kindly. “Words fitly spoken are 
like apples of gold in pictures of sil- 
ver.” A soft answer turneth away 
wrath. When we speak, let’s be sure 
our words will aid the cause of right- 
eousness, truth and love, for in James 
3:2 we are assured that “If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a per- 
fect man and able also to bridle the 
whole body.” Let us therefore watch 
and pray and especially let us watch 
the tongue by “Speaking evil of no 
man,” and when the temptation is the 
hottest to talk back, let us, so to speak, 
wrap the lines around our wrist and 
pull with all our might on the bridle 
for an uncontrollable tongue is like a 
run-a-way horse plunging over’ the 
precipice to destruction. Thus by His 
grace we will gain the victory for God 
and peace and good will.

WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH 
MISSIONS? 


We often hear the above question 
asked. Why? Because of the fact that 
there has been so much money spent 


and so many missionaries sent to for- 
eign lands and seemingly so little ac- 
complished toward Christianizing the 
world. There certainly is a reason for 
the lack of progress in this great 
work. In fact, there are two great rea- 
sons to which I wish to call attention, 

That we are living in the last days 
is very plain to be seen, and John has 
told us that in the last days the Anti- 
christ would come. He further states 
that the spirit of Antichrist is already 
abroad in the land. This can be easily 
detected by anyone who is keeping up 
with the times. The activities of the 
Russian Soviet Republic in their anti- 
religion, Antichrist and Antiged pro- 
gram has certainly shown to the 
world something of what has been 
foretold in the Word of God. Then ac- 
cording to Ernest Gordon, in the Sun- 
day School Times, the Socialists are 
making attacks on Christian institu- 
tions in Germany. And these are not 
the only countries that are being so 
threatened with the great onslaught of 
atheism. This great demon power is 
everywhere. But while this great bar- 
rier to Christianity is thriving, it has 
ample food for its growth in that 
which has been another barrier to 
real Christian mission work. 


What is this great barrier? It is an 
apostate church.

“Abolish the King from 
the throne and the God from the 
skies,” said these forerunners to an 
oppressed Russian peasantry, “and 
let us all be brethren.” The beast sees 
that the time is ripe, thus he spreads 
his propaganda and because of the 
apostasy of the church she is unable 
to combat it. 


It was precisely the same state of 
affairs that brought the Moslem reli- 


gion into the world. The failure of: 


Judaism, and the apostasy of the 
Church in worshipping saints, shrines, 
pictures etc. was certainly inviting 
to, and sufficient food for a new reli- 
gion. Thus Mohammed introduced in- 
to the world one of the most far 
reaching and damning religions of his- 
tory. 

But what are protestant churches 
doing in heathen countries? They are 


educating the heathen without get- 
ting them converted and making 
rebels out of them. According to some 
of the best authorities, many of the 
great uprisings in heathen countries 
are sponsored by men educated in mis- 
sion schools. They have been taught 
everything except the pacific doctrine 
of the Christ. 

Then what is the matter? It is sim- 
ply a question of “The right church 
but the wrong pew.” I mean by this 
that missionary work is in the wrong 
hands. The Evolutionist, Educators, 
Atheist under cover of Christianity, 
and what not, are not the ones that 
should be in mission work, for when 
the blind lead the blind, both fall in 
the ditch.
